Iz would almost appear that we hava 
arrived ut.an-era when. the opposition 
of. the Unofficial Members of tha 
Legislative Council is’ to prove too 
much for Coloniil Office fads, If ever 
there was a fad it--was the proporal to 
build’ 9 new Gaol at the cost of 
$800,000 or $700,000, and now that 
the Legislative Council bas. unanimons- 
ly agreed to a substantially reduced 
expenditure for the improvement and 
extension of Victoria Gaol, we hope ‘we 
have, beard the last of. tho matter. 
Monday's mevting. of the Legislative 
Council was remarkable for the unani- 
mity whichcharacterised its proceedings. 
It 'was af ocension on which tle Un- 
official Members might justifiably’ have 
mmade some demonstration,.for they had 
undoubtedly gained a substantial vice 
tory, but the speeches of Mr Chater and 
Mr Whitehead were marked by~ the 
utmort moderation and ‘neither ef these 
gentlemen sought to parade ostenta- 
ticusly the fact that the Wnrficial 
Memb-rs had been instrumental in sav- 
ing the Colony from heuvy expenditare 
Gn ‘a new Geol. Still, it they: bad 
chosen to make o dembaitration they 
might, as we have eaid, been exeused, 
for their efforts ‘to resist us+less expen- 
diture seldom result so eatisfactorily. 
When the proposal was first made to 
have a new Gaol -it met -with s 
storm ot opposition, ~.Even-' in’ the 
more affluent days of ‘the Colony's 
history, it-was-felt-to-be little short—-of} 
madness to cobstruct a goot on Eu-

‘e proceed finateially -did “not “ted 
mend themielves either to the mujority 
of the Uuvfiicial Members. of Council or 
to the general public, and the opposition - 
thn was so strong thet the matter waa 
shelved. But it was not finally disposi 
ed of, From timo to time, it has been 
withdrawn from its pigeon-bole at the 
Colonial Orice, and pressure haa been 
orought to, bear upon successive Gov- 
vrnots to have it carried: through. Evory 
attempt to saddle the Colony with the 
expenditure bas met with consistent op- 
position, and it wus only. on the arrival 
at Sir William Robinson that a deter- 
ined effurt was mada to grapple sen- 
sibly with the difficulty, It- must be 
‘wd to his credit that he recognised the 
srength of the opposition ani the rea 
sonabléness of the arguments brought 
forward against. (he original proposal. . 
And recognising thie, and presumabl 
having made ‘bimself acquainted wit 
the conditions of prison life in Hong+ 
kong, and, above all, having in view 


frhe increased efitcioney of the police 


force ond: the steady diminution in 
crime, His Excellency succeeded in 
persuading the Colonial Offica to agree 
loa-vers—morifiad—scheme,—by—whit 


the proposed expenditure was reduced 
from g600,000 to $260,000. This 
scheme was the outcome of 1 conference 
of aspecial committas composed .of the 
Director of Public Works, tha Captain 
Superintendent of Police, and Mr C. P. 
Chater, but it: was arrived at upon 
~troneous data placed before the Com- 
mittee, and when the announcement was 
wade by. His Excellency last. November 
that a sim.of $250,000 would still be 
téquired “it led to anuther popnlar 
vuthurst, ond was nearly, as Mr 
Whitghead * hinted, ory up to 
aconstitutional crisis, His Excellency 
said in Council, ‘I strongly rocommend 
‘you to accept this solution of the diff- 
culty, and by agreing to ke report of 
‘he Commitiea and ‘by consenting to 
the Loun, to give me power to carry out 
without unnecessary delay, the ‘sug. 
gested improvements.’ “But the Une 
officials, backed up by populur opinion, 
presented a solid oepealiien to the pra- 
posal, and the result of much parloying 
bas been the reduction of the propose 
expenditure to $96,000, 

The Unoficial Members deserve. to 
be heartily “congratulated upon the 
victory they have vbtained. To reduce 
an item of expenditure from $600,000 
or $700,000—with the probability, judg~ 
ing from pyst experience, that it would 
rench $1,000,000—to' the.’ comparn- 
tively moderate sum of $96,000 
is a victory ‘of which they may 
well be proud, and. let us b-pa 
it is but the precursor of greater 
victories in the future. It is well ‘to 
rewem er, however, thut this could not 
have been accummphshed if the Unoflicial 
Members bad not displayed .woauimity 
and persistency in their - opposition. 
To the opinion of ¢ skilled man like the 
Colonial Secretary they may not have 
shown much capacity. for odrministwa- 
tive work, but they at least know local 
reqnirements butter than the: official 
legislators with which Dawning Street 
supplies ‘us.’ It would, of course, have 
been mora satisfactory to the taxpayers 
if it “had. bean: determined. not’ to 
spend a dollar on the Gaol, but altera- 
tions ‘ara certainly needed, and theee 
ean be effected satisfactorily «without 
exceeding the sum agreed. to hé apent 
on Gaol extensiva and improvement. 


Tue outrageous abuses avd flagrant 
injustice invelved in the OTe of, 
evolies in, South China ‘for the Cuban 
market, about thirty year-ago, were 
steadily denounced in these.columns. for 
years and until the trade was. finally 
stopped. - Those of our readers who. have 
pernsed the ‘series of articles which we 
published under-the neadiug of.‘ Piracy 
in the Chinn Sea’ would: be able’ to 
form ‘some idea of. the wholesale and 
oruel way’ in which the Macao Slave

For. commenting’ freely and. indepen- ~ 
degtly upon the: part “which. the 
Lacao-—authorities-took,—-or—tuilad—to 
take, in this detestable traffic, the then 
proprietor of ‘the Ching Mail (Mr 
U0." A. Saint) ..was. preceeded against 
iminal information for libelling the 
Governor of’-the.:Holy. City: (Senhor 
Horta)... The then Attorney ‘General 
for Hongkong: (Sir Julian Pauncefote) 
appeared. for ‘the. prosecution, and: wa 
shall not readily forget the sensation 
caused by the appearance ‘of Governor’

Several other’ attempts have’ since 
been made, but the unuwal strictness 
of the Ordinance, passed in this 
Colony under a senaa of the horrors of 
an extinet trufia, has buen futal to every 
endeavour to encourapre omizration to 
South. America. Indeed, somo of the 
provisions, of the Emigmtion laws of 
this Colony are, as Chief Justice Field- 
ing Clarks observed in a recent judg- 
ment, ‘contrary to natural juétice und 
to the general spirit. of English Inw.’ 
The prospects of the scheme of Chinese 
emigration from Hongkong or Macao 
to Brazil, which bss been so much 
talked of during the lait few months, 
heve perhaps soffered somewhit from 
the determination of it8 promoters to seud 
a sample shipment of men from Macao. 
Neatly 500 labourers will leave that 
port during the next few days fur Rio 
de Janeiro, An inspection of thuse 
coolia labourers bas nvinced us 
perhops mora thin anything else 
could of the complete contrast which 
existe between thn conditions of tho old 
coolie trade and those of the Brazilian 
enterprise now being carried out, ‘The 
labourers {or Brazi) weto comfortably 
housed in a roomy building, which 
was open the whole day long 
ond guarded only by a single porter. 
Free egress is obtoina'le during the 
day, and the only check as to in- 
ress is that exch annigrant tonst 
show his number at the door. There 
are no bars or lucks,as af old, and no 
guards around with fixed Dayonets to 
escort the men frum place to place. The 
men aro mostly Hakka, and as fine 
a body of Chinese plysicully as we 
have ever seen. They wera perfectly 
contented, said they Lui excellent food 
and were quite pleased to bave the 
opportunity of making: av honest liveli- 
hood. ‘Their hilarity, light-hearted- 
ness, aud the perfect oir of freedom 
from restraint or any kind of anxiety 
whatever, combined to slow tha: they 
hed frevly cast their los into tho service 
for which they were engaged.
